DRY RAIDERS FACE 
MURDER CHARGE 
FOR KILLING TWO 


Oklahoman Slain After 
Throwing Gun Down. 
Brother in-Law Killed 
While Running Away. 


Tecumseh, Okla., July 5.—(?)— 
First degree murder charges against 
W. W. Thomason, federal prohibition 
officer; Jeff Harris, Tom Little 
and John Williams, who partici- 
pated in a liquor raid near here 
yesterday which resulted in the death 
of two men, were filed late today by 
Randall Pitman, county attorney. 


Jeff Harris was arrested last night 

shortly after the death of James Har- 
ris, 35, who had told officers he had 
been shot by a _ federal prohibition 
agent at his farm near here after he 
had thrown his gun down and sur- 
rendered. Oscar Lowry, 34, brother- 
in-law of James Harris, who said he 
was wounded by. the agent, died to- 
day. 
Jeff B. Harris denied that he shot 
James Harris after he had surren- 
dered. The officer said he was look- 
ing into some chicken coops when he 
saw the farmer approaching with a 
gun. He declared that he and the 
farmer, who was accompanied by 
Lowry, fired at the same time. Lowry 
ran and the officer said he shot him 
in the belief he was going after a 
gun. 

Three other officers who partici- 
pated in the raid on the Harris farm 
were arrested, but later were released 
when it was learned they had no part 
in the shooting:

The case was given

Today's session of the trial was 
featured by Arnold's statements that 
‘he had killed one negro, whipped a 
'second and beaten a third about the 
head with an automobile jack. 

Denial by the planter that he had 
‘ever held anyone in peonage was fol- 
lowed by reiterated statements. of 
‘Claude King, white, and John Van- 
| over, negro, that they had been 
'verely whipped and beaten while they 
| were working on the Arnold farm. 

Arnold said he had shot to death 


Arthur Reed. a negro, several years 
ago while Reed was advancing on bim 
with a heavy board, and that he never

2 Dit, MANY HURT 
IN STRIKE RIOTS 


Attempt of Company To 
Operate Street Cars in 
New Orleans Starts Bit- 
ter Fight With Strikers. 


New Orleans, July 5.—()—His- 
toric Canal street was turned into a 
battle ground today as striking street 
car men and their sympathizers fought 
it out with non-union workers and 
policemen, The day's casualties showed 
two dead union men and one union 
man shot through the shoulder: and 
hundreds of bruised, maimed and in- 
jured from both sides from the brick- 
bat, club and gun fights precipitated 
by attempts of the New Orleans Pub- 
lic Service, Ine., to operate street 
cars, 

Starting early today with the 
launching of the first street car from 
the Canal street barn, mob fury rap- 
idly rose until 2,000 men and a few 
women were engaged in attacks on 
the street cars. LWinally the crowd 
captured the third and last street car 
to put out from the barn, chased the 
non-union and police guards off, tore 
the car to pieces and burned it down 
to the trucks in front of the Louis- 
vile & Nashville passenger station. 

Previously they had overturned 
and burned a company motor trouble 
car sent to rescue the street car and 
set up on the car starters’ house and 
tool shed in the miaudle of Canal street, 
demolishing it and applying the torch. 

Several hundred men then righted 
the burned trouble car and pushed it 
a quarter mile to the general offices 
of the public service and shoved it 
into the door, smashing tlie jams 
and creating panic amoung the wom- 
en employes. and customers, A _ police 
riot squad drove them off and drag- 
ged the car to headquarters. 

k’arther up Canal street, 
ers tore up a section of track and 
spiked rails, heavy timbers, concrete 
and other obstacles were placed across 
the track. 

Police admitted they could not con- 
trol the mob and firemen had their 
hose jerked out of their hands when 
‘they attempted to stop the fires. 
After receiving reports of the disor- 
| ders, the city commission council for- 
mally ordered the public service to 
‘cease attempts to operate any more 
cars for the time being and instruct- 
| ed the police to break up any street 
‘gatherings, other than authorized 
picketeers, allowed for each car barn. 
These orders served to quiet the dis- 
turbances somewhat, although  spo- 
radic trouble continued to break out 
over the city later in the day. 

Sylvan Thibodeaux, union motor- 
man, died this afternoon from a bullet 
wound through the head received from 
a volley from the inside of one of the 
street cars, and Joseph Molinerio, 60- 
vear-old car washer, died from a bul- 
let wound throygh the neck received 
in riots last night. William T. Fort, 
union conductor, was in the hospital 
for treatment of a bullet wound 
through the shoulder. 

All of the operators and_ police 
guards on the cars were injured by 
brick-bats, which fairly rained on the 
cars during their brief trips in the 
street, 

The police reported approximately 
200 arrests. 

Threats to call out the members of 
the Building and Metal Trades’ Union 
council in sympathy with the carmen, 
were laid before the city commission 
council tonight by William Ruth, pres- 
ident of the council. 

“The Building Frades council is 
protesting against the importation of 
strikebreakers and the methods used 
by the police,” said Mr. Ruth. “We 
are not going to stand for public serv- 
ice importing strikebreakers. Our 
trades represent some 20,000 men, and 
if they go out in protest, this town 
will be in darkness and there is no tell- 
ing where this thing will end. 

At the request of the commission 
eouneil, attorneys for the carmen and 
the Public Service met in conference 
tonight in an effort to find a basis 
of settlement of grievances.

ree Speech Rights 


in Spain 


Dictatorship Will Be 
Abolished—Catholic Re- 
ligion Is Recognized. 
Suffrage Granted. 


Madrid, July 5.—(#)—A new consti- 
tution of the Spanish monarchy was 
presented in the national assembly to- 
day for study and examination by the 
assemblymen during the summer. The 
project contains 11 sections and 104 
articles detailing various concepts of 
the nation, state, nationality, individ- 
ual rights, the monarchy and the suc- 
cession to the throne.

NEW CONSTITUTION 
STUDIED IN PARIS. 

Paris, July 5.—(4)—The new con- 
stitution af Spain, which was pre- 
sented in the Spanish national assem- 
bly today and, will come up for ple- 
nary action in October, became known 
tonight in Paris. 

By this constitution Spain is made 
a constitutional monarchy with Ro- 
man Catholicism as the state reli- 
vion. The rights of free speech and 
publication by all Spanish subjects 
are guaranteed with certain excep- 
tions. 

The executive power of the state is 
vested in the king, who, however, must 
consult the responsible ministers on 
important affairs. The legislative 
power will lie in a single body ealled 
the cortes. 

Universal Suffrage: 

One-half of the cortes will be elect- 
ed by universal suffrage, 30 members 
appointed by royal decree and the rest 
elected by special classfications or pro- 
fessions as Jaws later enacted may 
establish. 

There will be one member of the 
cortes to each 100,000 inhabitants of 
Spain and there will be no distinction 
between the sexes in it. Women as 
well as men may become members. 

The king, profiting by the advice of 
his ministers, inititates all'laws ex- 
cept those referring to government ex- 
penditures and income which have pre- 
viously received the approval of one- 
fifth of the deputies. 

The highest judicial functions are 
vested in a supreme tribunal which 
is to apply the laws impartially and 
must limit its activities to purely 
judicial functions. The president of the 
supreme tribunal will act as coordi- 
nator between the courts and other 
government bodies. 

Religious Tolerance. 

The new constitution guarantees 
that “no one shall be molested in 
Spanish territory because of his re- 
ligious opinions, nor for the exercise 
of his own cult, unless it is harmful 
to Christian morals.” 

Public religious ceremonials and 
other public religious manifestations, 
however, are limited to the Roman 
Catholie faith. 

Spanish citizenship rests in those 
persons born in Spain, in the sons of 
Spanish fathers even though born on 
foreign soil, and in those who acquire 


it by naturalization. 


Naturalization is the gift of the 
state, but citizens or subjects of states 
in which Spanish is spoken are given 


‘a privileged position in seeking natu- 


ralization. 

Foreigners enjoy most of the rights 
of citizenship except the vote fnd par- 
ticipation in the government, the 
states and municipalities. 

Legality of Home. 

The constitution guarantees to citi- 
zens and foreigners alike that they 
shall not be imprisoned except by due 
course of law and that their domi- 


ciles cannot be invaded except by a 
competent judge. 

Versons arrested or detained by the 
authorities will have free correspond- 
ence with the outside world. The 
laws can only be retroactive when 
in favor of the defendant, unless he is 
an habitual delinquent. 

There is no limitation upon the 
right of any Spaniard te emigrate to 
foreign countries. The penalty of 
confiscation of property cannot be ap- 
plied by the courts. 

The Spanish constitution guaran- 
tees to each citizen the right to elect 
his profession and to learn it as seems 
to him fittest. Every Spaniard with- 
in the forms prescribed by law has 
a right to found and maintain estab- 
lishments of instruction. 

Education becomes one of the most 
important and fundamental cares of 
the state. 

The right to strike is recognized, but 
the government reserves the right to 
intervene when the welfare of a 
large part of the population or the 
public services is endangered. 


RAGSDALE FAVORS 
GHANGES IN PAPER 
PASSED IN GCOUNGIL 


“Legislature Is Fully 
Capable of Making Any 
Revision Necessary,” 
Says Alderman Couch. 


FRIENDS OF PLAN 
PRAISE APPROVAL 


If Bill Passes, Atlanta 
Would Be Increased by 
30 Square Miles and 75,- 
000 Citizens. 


Mayor I. N. Ragsdale Friday after- 
noon anced an annexation program 
designed to bring about SO square 
miles of territory to Atlanta and to 
add approximately 75,000 citizens to 
the city. 

The paper was passed Monday by 
city council by a vote of 25 for and 
nine against, and awaited action of 
Mr. Ragsdale until a late hour Fri- 
day afternoon. 

In sanctioning the measure, the 
mayor indicated several changes 
which he believed should be made, 
but due to lack of sufficient time, 
he declared he was approving it and 
merely suggesting the delinquencies 
of the bill as approved by general 
council. 

Mayor Is Praised. 

Friends of the mayor and of the 
annexation plan praised the mayor for 
his action in the matter, declaring 
that a deep sense of responsibility 
for the continued growth, prosperity 
and development of the south’s Gate 
City had impelled him to sanction the 
paper. 

Only advertisement of the measure 
remains before it can be submitted to - 
the Georgia assembly for considera- 
tion. This can be done in the next 
30 days, it was said, The city will 
take immediate steps to clear the way 
for assembly action. 

Proponents of annexation Friday 
night declared that inasmuch ag the 
legislature had authority to make any 
changes which they deem necessary, it 
will be unnecessary for council to 
take further action in me matter. 

Offered in Good Faith. 

Alderman J. Allen Couch, author 


of the measure which the mayor ap- 
proved, declared Friday nicht that the 
paper was offered in good faith and 
that he had no idea of attempting to 
trick proponents into voting for a pre- 
posterous measure. 

“I offered the paper in good faith 
and still believe that it is the best 
measure which has been presented to 
council,” Mr. Couch declared. “The 
fact that some of those who voted for 
it had fought previous annexation 
measures does not change my atti- 
tude. I presented it after much 
thought. It is not discriminatory and 
is fair to all interests. 

“At the next meeting of city coun- 
cil I shall offer an amendment to clar- 
ify the paragraph exempting the Chev-

to propagandize the public schools or 
to censor texts to its advantage.” 

The resolution cited what is termed 
the “insidious efforts of ihe National 
Electrie Light Association and other 
agencies,” which, the resviution claim- 
ed, had been subsidizing professors to 
further their propaganda. 

The only resolution turned down 
was one dealing with sex education. 
This resolution, which expressed dis- 
approval of the New York courts for 
condemnation of the pamphlet pre- 
pared by Mrs. Mary Ware Bennett, 
was rejected because the federation 
was not familiar with the pamphlet.

Your first reference comes from the 
supposed interpretation by Jesus of 
the Parable of the Tares, which only 
a very few scholars regard as an au- 
thentic utterance of the Master. Can- 
non Box, the Angelican commentator, 
cautious and conservative, says of it: 
“The allegorization is elaborate and 
rather artificial, the apocalyptic con- 
ception are of the conventional type, 
and are expressed in conventional lan- 
guage. It may well represent a later 
growth of the apostolic age.’ 

Your second quotation opens up the 
very large question of the teaching at- 
tributed to Jesus in the fourth gospel. 
That here are many genuine sayings 
of Jesus there is no doubt, but they 
are interwoven with the author's ex- 
perience and the intensity of feeling 
manifested in the language of chapter 
v, 41-44, is due to the enthusiasm with 
which the author presented his mes- 
sage to those who clung tenaciously to 
the tenets of Judaism. 

It was quite in accord with the lit- 
erary conventions of the time for a 
man to turn his message from the 
third person to the first, and attribute 
it to some outstanding authority, as 
in this case to the authority of Jesus. 
The words you quote do not harmo- 
nize with all we know of Him and His 
message in other portrayals of the 


gospels.

You have stated that the pre- 
sumption was against the estab- 
lishment of a direct and convinc- 
ing means of conversation with 
the dead. You have also affirmed 
the soul’s communion with the 
departed. If your second state- 
ment is true, as I believe it is, 
why is not such communion direct 
conversation with the dead and 
not mere autosuppestion? Why 
is it not just as real as though 
the physical tongue and physical 
ear were the instrumentalities 
used for communications? 


I have not said, to the best of my 
recollection, that we can enter into 
verbal communication with the 
ecarnate. I use this word, rather than 
the term “dead,” because the latter 
is misleading. In communion with de- 
parted spirits we do not usually em- 
ploy physical instrumentalities. We 
neither see nor hear them by means 
of the optic or auditory nerves. Those 
who assert they have actually done 
both enjoy experiences which, to put 
it mildly, are not general, 

The original meaning of the word 
“communion” is partnership. Its re- 
ligious use signifies fellowship of 
souls. The Holy Eucharist employs 
bread and wine, but these are the “ac- 
cidents” of the rite. its essence is 
purely spiritual, and in no other way 
is the divine presence manifested or 
realized, 

With this historic analogy in mind, 
perhaps you will be able to allow the 
claim that we have “mystic, sweet 
communion with those whose work is 
done.” This relationship is not the 
less, but the more real, because it is 
superior to our physical limitations.

WAVE STRIKES 


Notre Dame Eleven’s 
Hopes Are Dim, Says 
Famous Coach. 


Chicago, July 5.— (Spe- 
cial.)——If midsummer  pessi- 
mism results in autumnal op- 
timism and ‘satisfaction, Knute 
Rockne, the bald generalissimo 
Notre “Dame’s _ football 
squad, will- be-all smiles De- 


cember 4. 

Rockne voiced another wail of pes- 
simism today in asserting that Notre 
Dame’s chances for a successful grid- 


iron season this fall are not too bright 
and that the destinies of the fighting 
Irish might not be so brilliant as 
those of 1928, when five games were 
won and four were lost. 

The taciturn man who has had Irish 
elevens at’ the top of the heap for 15 
years is serious about his 1929 pre- 
dictions, too. He doesn’t consider 
the dark prospect as a mere mid- 
summer madness but as an inevitable 
doom which will be more impressive 
as September nears. 

MAY BE MOWED DOWN 
TOO OFTEN. 

‘Tell them I have no predictions, 
except that we are going to face a 
withering fire all fall and probably be 
mowed down too often for pleasure,”

If Herr Max Schmeling isn’t the next heavyweight champion of the 
world and if he doesn’t hold the title for quite a spell the German will 
fool a number of boxing experts. 

At the age of 23 he has most of the needed ingredients. He is big 
enough, fast enough, strong enough, cool enough, game enough, and he 
carries two good-looking hands into action—a left and a right. His left 
has improved a good bit in the last few months, but he can improve it 
still further, and when he does he will be a two-gun fighter who can do 
a world of dzmavye. 

It has been taken for granted that he wil! either knock out Sharkey 
or give him a terrible mauling. He will unless Sharkey puts on another 
Surprise. He would knock out the Sharkey who fought Stribling at 
Miami Beach. But Sharkey} will be more dangerous than Paulino ever 
was because he is a faster, better puncher and a much better boxer. 
Sharkey always has possibilties. 
fighter than he has shown himself to be, and he will need his best when 
he meets Schmeling, or else lose a pair of ears and part of his chin. He 
isn’t going to beat Schmeling with any set or series of threatening 
gestures. 

When you figure Sharkey’s battles against Heeney, Risko, Christner, 
De Kuh and Stribling, he would figure to have little chance against the 
German fighter. It will be a question as to what state of mind he may 
carry into the next war, and Sharkey’s state of mind is none too easy 
to follow.

He 
has a chance to grab the old crown and hold it for a long time if he 
doesn’t take too much for granted. Few young heavyweights have ever 
come along with as much.to offer at the age of 23.

OKAY SOUGHT 
FOR SIMPSON'S 
DASH RECORD 
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Ohio State Flier’s N ew 
Mark Outstanding 1929 
Track Performance. 


By Walter Eckersall. 

Chicago, July 5.—With the 
closing of the 1929 intercol- 
legiate track and field season, 
two performances will go down 
in history. Both were regis- 
tered in the National Collegiate 
A. A. championships in Chi- 


cago on June 7 and 8. 

The most notable of the record- 
breaking feats was that of George 
Simpson, of Ohio State, who was 
clocked in :09 2-5, one-fifth of a sec- 
ond faster than any human being has 
stepped the century. Five timers held 
watches on the race, and three agreed 
on the new world’s record time. The 
other two were one-tenth of a second 
faster. The track was measured with 
au steel tape after the race and found 
to be one inch more than the required 
distance, 

KELLY’S MARK ACCEPTED. 

On June 25, 1906, D. J. Kelly was 
credited with :09 2-5 for the distance, 
The mark was accepted by the A. A. 
U. and International Federation. At 
that time it was predicted the mark 
would stand for years. In 1914 How- 
ard VP. Drew, the colored sprinter of 
Drake university, tied Kelly's record.

Then along came Charley Paddock, 
the great California sprinter, who offi- 
cially tied the mark six times. Pad- 
dock equaled the world’s record four 
times in 1921, once in 1924 and again 
in 1926. 

In 1927%.Charley Bowman, the fleet 
eastern sprinter, tied the mark. 


When the western conference cham- 
pionship treck and field games were 
held at Northwestern university re- 
cently, Eddie Tolan, the colored sprint- 
er from the University of Michigan, 
was clocked in :09 5-10. Tolan is a 
consistent performer, and his time was 
no surprise to those who have fol- 
lowed his performances since he broke 
into the spotlight as a member of a 
Detroit, Mich., high school. 

In the preliminaries of the 100-yard 
dash in the National Collegiate A. A. 
championships, Tolan equalled his 
world’s mark. He won the second 
heat. Then came Simpson, of Ohio 
State, in the fourth heat. The Buck- 
eye won the trial in the same time. 
Bracey, of Rice institute, Texas, had 
won his heat in :09 6-10 and Leland, 
of Texas Christian, in the same time. 
Thus the final figured to result in a 
record-breaking performance. 

The final was the greatest 100-yard 
race this writer has seen in years. 
The eight qualifiers left their holes as 
one man. It was a _ perfect start. 
Simpson went into the lead at the 
50-yard mark by two feet. Eddie 
Tolan, of Michigan, was inches_ be- 
hind Bracey, of Rice institute, who 
started to close in on Simpson at the 
75-yard mark.
